Millions of Dollars' Worth of 
Property Destroyed.

PHILadklphia, Jan. 27. — One of the 
most destractiTe fires that have visited 
this dtj ill t«06iit jmn bcoke oat short- 
ly before 7 o'clock yesterday morning in 
the wholesale and retail grooerj store of 
Hanscomb Brothers, 1817 Market street. 
The Arm occupied a portion of the larpco 
building of Hirsch Sb Brothers, ambrella 
mannfactarers, which extended from 
1809 to 1817 Uarket street The flames 
spread rapidly thnmghoat the Indlding 
and to the adjoining properties, all of 
of which were occupied by mercantile 
eetabliihmenti. 

The location is in the heart of the dty 
and directly opposite the Iflrsoh build- 
ing in the extensive and famous estab- 
lishment of John Wauamaker, and 
within a few linndred yardi itanda the 
spedOM city hall. 

In addition to the 1,000 or more em- 
ployee of WMUUDtker'e store, which in- 
cludes several hnndred girls, there were 
many thousand other toilers at the time 
moving toward their re.spoctive places 
of basiness, and the resalt was that the 
streets in the vicinity soon became 
choked with immense sniging crowds. 

The weather was inteoidy oold, and 
this in a measure deterred the effort« of 
the firemen in checking the flumes, and, 
a'thoa(hH)x alarms were sounded, and 
aboat all of the city's fire apparatus soon 
^>peared on the scene, the flames spread 
with alarming rapidly.. In a half hour 
the whole block of bosineM establish- 
ments from Thirteenth to Jnniper street 
iind from Market to Filbert was in dan- 
ger of destruction. The firemen worked 
heroically, but their efforts were futile. 
The quay from the streams of water fell 
over them and froie, and huge iddee 
were formed on the wslli and loofk of 
the burning structures. 

The wind carried the blazing embers 
across Market street to Wanamaker's 
store, and the clock tower was soon 
ablaae. The fire engines ;,did not have 
■olBdent force to tend the water to the 
tower, and after burning for lome min- 
utes it fell. The fire then communicated 
to the roof, but it was held in check, 
and in comparatively little time was 
practically extinguished. The Market 
street front of the store was badly dam- 
aged, bat the interior .eeoaped. 

The Are toward 11 o'dodk waa wdl 
under control and was confined to the 
l)lock mentioned. The loss will in all 
hkeUhood aggregate |3,000,000. 

The heaviest losers are Hirsh Broth- 
tn, who laffer about $400,000. They 
had an immenae stock on hand, prepar- 
ing for summer trade. Walter Hirsh, a 
member of the firm, said that the stock 
was fully covered by insurance. The 
firm employed 4.00 liantLs. Hirsh Broth- 
ers occupied the top fl(K)rs of the build- 
ing which extended from 1309 to 1815, 
inclusive. The building was owned by 
the estate of Henry O. Qibson, the well 
known distiller, and WAS TSloed at 
about $500,000. 

Blum Brothers, who occupied 1819, 
will lose about $160,000 on stock ; Hans- 
oom Brothers, $126,000 on stock ; Den- 
nett's restaurant, stock and fixtures, 
f70^,OOO ; Sterner & Ball, $50,000 ; Mizpah 
restaurant, $16,000 ; Hilhnau Drug com- 
pany, $76,000; Mai-shall's reetanrant,

Frank Piper of Engine Ckmipany 80 
and Wilham Gorman, assistant foreman 
of Company No. 1, were strook by fall- 
ing brick and timbers and badly hurt, 
but will probably both recover. 

While the fire was at its height an 
employe of the carpet firm of Ivins, 
Diets St McGee, whose building is in 
the })l(x;k below that devastated by the 
fiaiiieH on Market street, was overcome 
by the exdtment md suddenly dropped 

dead. 

James Furlong, proprietor of the sa- 
Idon at the comer of Juniper and Fil- 
Lert streets, is critically ill of pneumo- 
nia. When the fiames began to eat 
tlieir wiiy to his place, a S(^nad of fire- 
men earned liiiu rrom his sick bed into 
the bleak .streets and he was hurriedly 
taken to a nearby hotel. The exdte- 
ment and ihook may ooit hia hif life.

The Are oriK'nated in the basement of 
the building and spread with such ra- 
pidity that within a few minutes it hud 
heeome utterly useless for the fireiucn 
to attempt to save the building. After 
a luird fight they managed to confuie 
the fire to the walls of the WilUamJ 
block, but they were able to save noth- 
ing in it. 

The total damage to the building and 
contents is estimated at $.386,000, the 
heaviest individual losers being : \Vil- 
Uams' block, $160,000; Wurzbnrger 
Brothers, manufacturers of underwear, 
$86,000; National Rubber company, 
$30,000 ; George H. Foster & Company, 
dry goods and notions, $30,000 ; Conti- 
nental Shoe company, $40,000; Gross- 
man & Michaelson, manufacturing 
clothiers, $60,000; Townsend A: Gale 
company, 6xy goods, $80,000; Borebi 
Soap company, $5,000. 

A number of smaller concerns were 
wiped out and the stocks of several bus- 
iness houses in adjoining buildings were 
damaged badly by smoke and water. 

BIQ ELEV ATOR BURNED.

The Are- 
men were handicapped by the scardty 
of fire plugs and the intense cold. The 
elevator was recently rebuilt, two for- 
mer structures having been heavily 
damaged by fire. This, however, is the 
first time the boilding was completely 
destroyed.

TWO LIVES LOST. 



The Now Windaor Hotel at Fort Smith, 
ArkaiMM. DMtrojed by Fir*. 

F(^T SmtH, Ark., Jan. 97.— The 
lires of two men were lost in a fire, 

which occurred here yesterday morn- 
ing. They were I. H. Pray of Spring- 
field, Mo., a traveUng salesman for the 
firm of M. J. Powers & Company of 
Chicago, and E. A. Mnl^bKW of Fn- 
mout. Neb. A hall lamp on the second 
floor of the New Windsor hotel ex- 
ploded at 8 :4S o'clock, and the building 
was in flames before the alarm was 
given. Those of the guests who made 
their eseapts, did so by pa.ss-ing through 
flre and smoke, and had to grope the.r 
way along the liallways to the steps. 

The nipcht clerk reported tliiit he had 
aroused all tlie guests, but the smell of 
burning flesh about daylight told a dif- 
ferent story. About 7 o'clock the body 
of Pray was found. At 1 1 o'clock tlie 
fireman discovered tlie body of E. A. 
Mnllison, who appeared to have been 
suffocated. Letters in his room show 
that he was from Middletown, Orange 
county, N. Y., where he has a brother 
living. Both bodies were burned be- 
yond recognition and are now at the 
morgue, awaiting advices from relatives. 
The Windsor building and adjoining 
store were destroyed and tlie next build- 
ing, oooapied by Hank Wyman, wai 
badly damaged.

LOOAMfORT, Ind., Jan. 27.— The 
most destructive fire in the history of 
this city was caused last night by a gas 
explodon in the Murdock hotd, which 
completely gntted the baUdlnfff and 
then went to Elliott's wbdenle grocery. 
Every building within reach of the de- 
structive blaze caught fire and was 
greatly damaged. The thermometer 
registered 10 below zero and caosed the 
water pressure to be very low. 

After two hours' fight the fire was 
praotioally under control and the ten- 
ante are being cared for by the coanty 
trustee and kind hearted dtiaena. 

The Murdock hotd was owned by A. 
J. Mnrdock, the hanker of this dty. and' 
Neenah Simpson and husband. Mid tk« 
hotd was condaoted by a stock ooinpany 
and was a popalar place with the trav* 
eling public. The loss ia varioody esti* 
mated from $75 ,000 to $1 00,000.

Toledo, .Jan. 27. — The explosion of a 
gasoline stove in the harness room of 
Jaseph Popp's livery biurns yesterday 
afternoon at 8 o'clock caused a hot tire. 
Twelve valuable coach and blood- 
ed horses were svifocated by 
smoke, while 80 others were so badly 
homed that the majority of them will 
have to be shot. The total loss vriU ag- 
gregate $60,000 on horses, carriages and 
harness, with $2,800 insurance, and 
$8,000 on building, with $3,000 insur- 
ance. The thermometer stood 8 degrees 
below lero daring tlie p r og re s s c« the 
flre. 

FIro In Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Jan. 21. — Milwaaken 
was vidted by a destractiTe flre yester- 
day. A half Uock on the comer o 
Wells and West Water streets was con- 
iumed by the flames, which at one time 
threatened to destroy everything in the 
neighborhood. It took two fire tugs 
and seven fire engines to get the flames 
under control. The loss will reach 
about $.10,000. The Knenstlerheim sa- 
loon, a well known resort, lost heavily 
on valuable paintings and furi;ishings. 
The six buildings destroyed were small 
wooden ones a nd of no g reat value. 

Hotel and Salooa Bnrned. 

DCTLUTH, Minn., Jan. 27.— A flre 
which started about 8 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, in tho building occupied by 
Jacob Steubler as a saloon, almost, to- 
tally destroyed that building and also 
the St. James hotel, adjoining. The 
furniture of the hotel was partly saved, 
but the building is badly damaged. 
Losses on both buildings about $16,000, 
olmoet entirdy covered by inraranoe. 

Fireman Injured. 

New York, Jan. 37.— A flre in the 6- 
stoty building at 37 and 39 Pearl street, 
oooapied by Percy Kent, a dealer in 
harlapa and twines, and Walton & 
Company, liqaor merohants, caused a 
loss to the ocoapants and buildings ag- 
gregating $40,000 to $50,000. One of 
the flremen was badly cut in the face by 
falling glass. 

iMDiANAFOLn, Jan. 97.— In a Are in 
the reddence portion of the dty, at 850 
North Delaware street, flremen were 
unable to pet water on the flre. Three 
firemen have frozen ears. The build- 
ing wa.^ destroyed. Louis Cuiiney, its 
occupant, fell on tho ice and broke his 
thigh. 

BafllMR, Mleh., Jan. 97.— A house 

on a farm about four Tiiilos south of 
Belleville was destroyed by tire yester- 
day morning, and Miss Anna Vandwa- 
ter and two children, a boy aged 8 and 
girl of 14, were burned to death. The 
bodies were burned beyond rec-ognitiou.

Washinoton, Jan. 97.— The senate 
had a busy sesfiion yesterday. Cuba, 

the projxised international monetary 
f oiiference. a7id the Nicamgua canal 
e:ieli came in for a share of attention. 
Mr. Tur^iie of Indiana closed his speech 
on the Cuban resolutions, urging that 
Spain had utterly failed to qadl the 
outbreak and that the United States 
fcliould intervene. 

The Wolcott bill for an international 
Tiioiietary conference was considered for 
tlie first tii.'.e. Mr. White (Deni., Cal.), 
Mr. (^ammn (Ind., Utah) and Mr. Dan- 
iel fl)em.. Va.) ur;;ed that the ronl'er- 
ence would be futile and was not in- 
tended as a serious movenieut toward 
binietallisiii. It was niiido evident, 
however, tliat the bill would meet with 
little opposition beyond the expression 
of senators that the bill would accom- 
plish iiotliiiig. Mr. Stewart olfered an 
ameiulnient, providing that in c.i.so tlie 
confenjiiee failed, the S''cretary of tlie 
treasury shall, witliin :!0 d lys, befiriii 
the free and unUniited r ninaire of both 
gold and silver.

Wa-^hinotov, Jan 27.— The weather 
bureau issues the following : The tem- 
perature has risen slowly from fli*; At- 
lantic coast westward over the Ohio and 
upjier Mississippi valley, and the north- 
west. It continaea low and has fallen 
slightly in the southwest and it has 
fallen decidedly on the central gulf and 
west Florida coasts where it is below 
freezing. There has been little change 
in temperature in Florida and as this 
region is covered with an area of rain it 
is probable that the oold wave may not 
extend to the sonth of Jacksonville with 
sufileient intensity to cause injury to 
crops, althougli tho temperature may 
reach freezin<< in tho interior of the OS* 
treme northern portion. 

The temperature will remain aboat 
stationary all day in the middle Atlan- 
tic states north of Virginia, with fair 
weather, and it will rise dowly in the 
central valleys, with light lomi snows. 

The barometer has risen in the St. 
Lawrence valley and New England and 
in the southwest, and it has fallen from 
Florida northwest to Montana. It is 
lower northeast of New England and 
higher north of Montana. There is a 
second depression central over Florida 
which is apparently moring to the 
northeastward. 

The high vrinds which have weralled 
on the Atlantic coast north of Batteras, 
due to the depresrion in the lower St. 
Lawrence valley, have been saooeeded 
by brisk northwesterly winds, which 
will continae dl day, thede pr ea d o n 
having passed to the eastwanl of Nora 
Scotia. 



Around the Month of the MiMluippl. 

New Orleans, Jan. 97.— Sleet and 
snow fell for three hoars yesterday and 

still covers buildings and grounds. The

ImMcM or Interest Te the 
Trade. 

The question of whether or not a sam- 
ple of wall paper bound in a publication 
sent through the mails as second class 
matter is allowable has been one that 
caused both the officials and wall paper 
dealers much thought Under the postal 
laws, aayt the Enqoirer, samples of mer* 
chandise can not be sent oat In anything 
which goaa at second class rates. Last 
March Kerr Craige, the Third Assistant 
Pofltmaater Oeneral, rated that It eottU 
be sent in publications at second class 
ratee. although before that time the op- 
posite had been held by the offldala. It 
seems, however, that the Chicago Post- 
office was not notifled of the change in 
the ruling, and but for some dscinnaU 
men the Chicago wall paper dealers 
would be prohibited from advertising in 
this way in aaythlag that went oat of 
that office. 

A few months ago a large paper house 
in Chicago arranjred to advertise exten- 
sively in this way, and contracted with 
se veral Ohioago publications. Then they 
had $2,000 worth of wall paper cut up 
into samples. Just as tbey bad every- 
thing ready the pobUabers notified them 
that they could not accept the ad., as the 
Chicago Poetmusters would not let it go 
through at aeoond dasa ratea. 

The samples were of no more tise to the 
Chicago house and they destroyed them. 
Last month the United States Wall Paper 
Company, of Cincinnati, contracted with 
a Chicago publication for an ad., and was 
notified that it could not go thioogh the 
mails at aeoond dasa ratea. 

Mr. Elmer Voigiht went to PoetnuMter 
Brown and secured a OOpy of the ruling 
which the Third Aasiatont Postmaster- 
General haa made. With thia he went 
to Chicago and flashed it OA the Superin- 
tendent of Mails there. 

As it waa dated later than any of the 
rulings which forbid Rending wall paper 
in publications at second second class 
rates, it is, of course in efTect. 

The Chicago wall paper dealers were 
notified, and the firm that destroyed this 
$2,000 worth of samples is looking about 
for some one to hold reaponsible.
